Last Rites for the League 
The League of Nations, feeble 
and forgotten these last 10 yearn, 
is about to die and pass forever 
into history. A final session lias 
begun in Geneva for the purpose of 
giving the organization as decent 
i\ burial as circumstances permit. 
The sad ceremony should not pass 
unnoticed and unwept. 


Most certainly, it should not go 


unnoticed. For one of the funda- 
mental weaknesses that killed the 
League has been inherited by the 
United Nations. A congenital laint 
was present in the younger organi- 
zation at its birth, and developing 
symptoms are now evident. 
That weakness is the domination 


of the organization by its most 
powerful members. 
The League 


had its Big Four— the United 
Kingdom, France, Italy, • and 
Ja- 


pan—as the UN has its Big Five. 
; In its early years- the 
League 


df Nations settled some minor dis- 
riutes between minor powers with 
dorifelderable^succe'ss.'^It was legs' 
fortunate in' dealing with 
differ- 
ences involving a larger nation. 
But hope persisted until 1931, when 
Japan's defiance of and departure 
from the League exposed to the 
world the organization's fatal vul- 
nerability. 
Only two more blows were needed 


to dispatch the tottering 
League 
and set the stage for World War 
II.-Another defiance and departure 
occurred in 1932, when Germany 
was denied arms parity in the 
League disarmament 
conference. 


Then same the Italian invasion of 
Ethiopia in 1935. The big powers, 
more concerned with their mutual 
relations than with peace and jus- 
tice, refused to impose sanctions. 


Today defiance and departure 
are again alarming symptoms of 
what might be a fatal weakness. 
The right of .defiance by the Big 
Five is written into the United 
Nations Charter. The technique of 
departure has already been Iried 
on a limited scale and has achieved 
a limited success. 
We may mourn the League to- 


day with the sort of grief we feel 
for the passing of a brave, well- 
intentioned, but frustrated nidivid- 
ual. But at the same time we may 
take hope for the survival of the 
League's descendant. That hope 
lies with the peoples of the world, 
who are better informed, more 
influential, and, consequently, more 
actively noticed than they werb 
25 years ago. 


The preamble to the League of 


Nations Covenant, spoke of "hon- 
orable relations between nations", 
of a "rule of conduct among gov- 
ernment," of "the dealings of or- 
ganized peoples with one another." 


The preamble to the UN Charter 
speaks of "faith in fundamental 
human rights, in the dignity and 
worth of the human person, in the 
equal rights of men and women and 
of nations large and small," and 
of a determination "to practice 
tolerance and live together in peace 
with one another." 
This is a considerable 
depar- 


ture from the 
thinking of 
the 
world's statesmen in 1920. 
And 


however far the United Nations 
may stray from these brave new 
principles, it is still a departure 
in the right direction.

Black Market 
in Meat Hit

istration made public an awaited 
order channeling livestock to es- 
tablished, legitimate slaughterers, 
who recently have 
found 
them- 
selves unable to buy animals for 
slaughter. 
The Justice Department opened 


an investigation of reports that 
many packers have been making 
false subsidy claims. 
The Agriculture-OPA 
program 


will provide a channeling system 
designed lo give each legitiriiate 
slaughterer an opportunity to kill 
the same portion of the available 
supply of cattle, calves, and hogs 
as he slaughtered in 1944. The 
amount 
of 
livestock 
which 


slaughters may kill will be adjust- 
ed 
as 
rapidly 
as 
the 
supply 
changes, the agencies said. 
Price administrator Paul Porter 


said "the answer to equitable dis- 
tribution of meat supplies is not 
the abandonment of price control 
as suggested by sonie." 
"We are not going to ask the 


American people to pay tribute

• legalized black market," he 


C:.I.L.ne real answer lies in a sys- 
tem of controls at the source of 
supply which will give established 
slaughterers more 
nearly 
their 
customary volume

and provide for better distribution 
of-meat supplies at ceiling prices 
to retail stores." 
Secretary of agriculture Clinton 


P. Anderson said the new pro-

He point- 
ed out that many packers have 
had difficulty getting normal sup- 
plies of livestock at ceiling prices. 


The agencies hope thai it will 
also reduce black market oper- 
ations of those who have recently 
gone into the slaughtering bus- 
iness and those who have increas- 
ed their slaughter greatly during 
the past few months. 
This is not the first time that 


OPA has had

slaughter of livestock. 
Such controls, in effect during 


the war, were

Vote on Draft 
'Holiday'Is 
Due Today

Washington, April 15 — (UP) — 


The House today defeated an at- 
tempt to kill legislation to provide 
a five-month draft holiday and pro- 
hibit future induction of teen-agers. 
Rep. 
Dcwey 
Short , R.,' >Mo., 


moved to send the bill back to the 
House Military Affairs Committee. 
His motion was rejected by 135 to 
74 without a roll call vote. 


Thn House neared a final vole 


on the measure, which would ex- 
tend life of the Selective Service 
act nine months beyond its May 15 
expiration date. 


House 
leaders 
predicted 
the 
membership, acutely aware of the 
coming elections, would 
try 
to 
dodge a recorded roll call vote on 
the extension bill. Most'members 
felt 
. themselves 
uncomfortably 
squeezed between the unpopularity 
of the draft and President Tru- 
man's assertion that its extension 
was vital to the nation's security. 


The cry of "politics" resounded 


throughout debate and was espe- 
cially loud when the House voted 
the draft "holiday" 
and boosted 


the minimum age for inductions 
from 18 to 20. 


The House was also expected to 
pass today still 
another 
bill 
to 


sugar-coat 
peacetime 
military 
service by boosting the pay of-mill 
tary personnel, as high as 50 per 
cent in the case of army privates. 
.Administration leaders, who had 


fought for a year's extension of the 
present draft act, hoped the Sen- 
ate would re-write the House' bill 
and remove al least the provisions 
for the "holiday" and the ban on 
'teen age draft. 


Supporters of the holiday argued 


that passage of the higher pay bill 
would enable the armed forces to 
obtain needed manpower through 
vo'imtary enlistments. 


The bill would extend the Selec- 
tive Service act for nine months, 
until Feb. 15, 1947, but at the same 
time .would: 


1. Suinend all 
inductions 
be- 
tween May 15 (when the present 
law expires) and Oct. 15. Drafting 
would start after this "holiday" on 
if the president finds voluntary en- 
listments won't do the trick. 


2. Stop drafting of fathers and 


of 18 or 19 year olds on May 15. 


3. Limit service of draftees to 18 
months, regardless of when they 
were inducted. 


4. Prohibit inductions after Oct. 


15 unless they* are needed to meet 
certain manpower ceilings by July

French Occupation Forces 
Notable for Cool But Just 
Attitude Toward Germans

Baden-Baden, Germany — (/Pi— 


After four years of having 
their 


own country occupied by an enemy 
army, the French are showing for- 
bearance in their occupation 
of 


southwestern Germany. The 
mili- 
tary term "correct" would seem 
to be Ihe word for it — polite, if 
somewhat cold. 


Less fraternization appears 
on 


the surface than in the 
British 


zone, far less than in the Ameri- 
can zone. French and military gov- 
ernment officers arc in the main 
severe but just, ready to, do what 
is right by Ihe Germans but not 
much more. The Germans seem to 
respect them for it. 


Each evening at sunset when the 


tricolor is hauled down at French 
headquarters, 
every 
German 


passerby must stop and bare his 
Head. It serves as a litlle reminder 
of who is lop-dog now. But there 
is no real attempt to humiliate the 
Germans. The French too lately 
fell humiliated themselves. 


The new, if small, French army 
in Germany is smart and 
con- 


cious 
of 
its 
responsibilities 


Guards are neatly turned out, mil- 
itary courtesies and saluting slricl 
ly 
observed, 
equipment 
better 


maintained than in the past. 


Of course the Germans 
have 


worries of Iheir own. Many of the 
six millions living in the zone prob- 
ably are hungry. Their daily food 
ration has fallen to about 1,000 cal- 
ories a day and they have only 200 
grams of bread to eat with their 
almost nonexistent sausage. The 
French zone is not 
self-sufficient 


and is short of both wheat

The cost in this 
county is more than 50 per cent 
gi eater than the cost for the next 
largest county where a salary act 
is in force and fees go into life 
county's general revenue fund and 
to the ultimate benefit of all tax- 
payers.

It costs more than twice as much 


to upcnitc the sheriff and collec- 
tor's offices as any other in 
the 


county governmental set-up. The 
cost for this office in the 75 coun- 
ties in Arkansas in 1944 was $842,- 
102. 
Transfer of the 
collector's 


duties to the treasurer's office hhs 
been suggested by the Arkansas 
Public Expenditure Council in the 
report on county government. The 
Council seeks to assist the tax- 
payer in an effort to get value 
icceivod for every lax dollar he 
spends. 


The offices of the county clerk 
cost $314,276 in Arkansas in 1944. 
The figures for other elective of- 
ficers include: Circuit and Chan- 
cery clerks, $362,361; treasurers, 
$314,883; assessors, 
$285,707; and 


county judges, $228,867. The per 
capita costs for these offices rang- 
ed from a low of 12 cents for the 
judges, to a high of 43 cents for 
the sheriff and collectors.

Abdominal colic usually devel- 


ops in cases of lead poisoning afler 
constipation and abdominal pain 
have been present, for some time. 
The pain is often intense,

may be eased by pressure. Lead 
colic resembles oilier abdominal 
conditions, a fact which must be 
kepi in mind. 
Lead poisoning 
may lead lo 


paralysis, usually in thai part of 
the body which is used most in Ihe 
trade. Months are sometimes re- 
quired for the condition lo 
clear 


after exposure to lead has slopped. 
SEDATIVES AID CURE 


Treatment of loxic lead absor- 
ption includes the administration 
of sedatives, purgatives, and intra- 
venous injections of calcium glu- 
conalc. The lead is stored in the 
bones, and apparently il is crowd- 
ed out if extra calcium is given 
the patienl. 
Workers exposed 
to lead are 


advised to drink at least a quart 
of pasteurized milk every day. 
Occupational exposure to lead,is 


largely air-borne. The proper use 
of blowers, ventilators, and masks 
is essential for ils control. Safety 
standards permit 
no more than 


0.15 
milligrams of lead in every 


cubic meter of air. 
Personal cleanliness is 
highly 


advisable, for il minimizes 
Ihe 
danger of lead's being swallowed 
wilh food or drink, and of ils be- 
ing absorbed through the skin.

elective offices. The cost in this 
county is more than 50 per cent 
gi eater than the cost for the next 
largest county where a salary act 
is in force and fees go into life 
county's general revenue fund and 
to the ultimate benefit of all tax- 
payers.

It costs more than twice as much 


to upcnitc the sheriff and collec- 
tor's offices as any other in 
the 


county governmental set-up. The 
cost for this office in the 75 coun- 
ties in Arkansas in 1944 was $842,- 
102. 
Transfer of the 
collector's 


duties to the treasurer's office hhs 
been suggested by the Arkansas 
Public Expenditure Council in the 
report on county government. The 
Council seeks to assist the tax- 
payer in an effort to get value 
icceivod for every lax dollar he 
spends. 


The offices of the county clerk 
cost $314,276 in Arkansas in 1944. 
The figures for other elective of- 
ficers include: Circuit and Chan- 
cery clerks, $362,361; treasurers, 
$314,883; assessors, 
$285,707; and 


county judges, $228,867. The per 
capita costs for these offices rang- 
ed from a low of 12 cents for the 
judges, to a high of 43 cents for 
the sheriff and collectors. 


The adjourning table from the

Abdominal colic usually devel- 


ops in cases of lead poisoning afler 
constipation and abdominal pain 
have been present, for some time.

Lead 
colic resembles oilier abdominal 
conditions, a fact which must be 
kepi in mind. 
Lead poisoning 
may lead lo 


paralysis, usually in thai part of 
the body which is used most in Ihe 
trade.

after exposure to lead has slopped. 
SEDATIVES AID CURE 


Treatment of loxic lead absor- 
ption includes the administration 
of sedatives, purgatives, and intra- 
venous injections of calcium glu- 
conalc. The lead is stored in the 
bones, and apparently il is crowd- 
ed out if extra calcium is given 
the patienl. 
Workers exposed 
to lead are 


advised to drink at least a quart 
of pasteurized milk every day. 
Occupational exposure to lead,is 


largely air-borne. The proper use 
of blowers, ventilators, and masks 
is essential for ils control. Safety 
standards permit 
no more than 


0.15 
milligrams of lead in every 


cubic meter of air. 
Personal cleanliness is 
highly 


advisable, for il minimizes 
Ihe 
danger of lead's being swallowed 
wilh food or drink, and of ils be- 
ing absorbed through the skin.

Progress by Embarrassment 


The Russian government seems 
to have been embarrassed by the 
UN Security Council's considera- 
tion of the Russo-Iranian controv- 
ersy. So Russia, through her obed- 
ient friend and neighbor, Poland, 
apparently is trying to embarrass 
the United Slates and Britain by 
calling allcnlion again to the con- 
tinued 
existence 
of the Franco 
government in Spain. 


•Russia's allempt will 
probably 
be successful. During Ihe war the 
two allied 
weslcrn 
democracies 
played along with Franco for un- 
derstandable reasons of 
exped- 


eincy. Since those reasons have 
become invalid, they have made 
known their dislike of the Franco 
government by a half-hearted and 
ineffeclivo" invitation to the Span- 
ish people to turn out the Falang- 
ist clique. 


•Meanwhile Russia, France and 


others have pressed for stronger 
measures. Now things are coming 
to a head, as they were bound to. 
A possible results is thai the Uni- 
ted Nations may be able to estab- 
lish a precedent as to what con- 
stitutes a threat to world peace 
and what constitutes interference 
in a nation's politics. 


There arc proven charges against 
Franco. He gained and held his 
power with the military help of the 
Axis. He was a fawning admirer 
Of Hitler and Mussolini, and gave 
them considerable aid in World 
War II. He had modeled his gov- 
ernment 
along Axis lines, 
and 


is running a dictatorship of a cruel 
and repressive sort. 


But does that make Franco a 
menace to world peace? Should 
the United Nations take 
active 
steps to remove him—even though 
the Spanish people, given a free 
election, might astound the world 
by voting him continuance in po- 
wer, as the Argentine voters did 
Peron? 


There is good reason to answer 


yes to both Ihose questions. The 
Spain of Francisco Franco is a 
menace to world peace because, 
•so long as it remains, the fight 
against the Axis 
is not 
ended. 


World War II was a war between 
hostile, 
incompatible ideologies, 


even though we seem to have for- 
gotten that today, II was a war 
to rid the world of the barbarian 
Hitler and his barbarous ideas of 
race and government. 


But those ideas suil flourish in 


Madrid. And so long as they do, 
Spanish soil is a dangerously fertile 
ground for the unfinished ideolog- 
ical war to break out again. 


Franco Spain also merits some 


punishment by the victorious Uni- 
ted Nations as an active, if fee- 
ble, 
Axis partner. Spain's colla- 


boration cost Allied lives and de- 
layed viclorys. Her "neutrality" 
may have been as much of an as- 
set to Hitler as Italy's belliger- 
ency was a liability. 
These are all familiar facts, but 


they must be faced. And when they 
are faced and acted upon, there 
are many more trouble spots in 
the world which must be dealt with 
before peace becomes a comfort- 
able reality. 


All these trouble spots— India, 


•Egypt, Argentina, Indonesia, Pal- 
estine, llic Balkans, and Ihc resl 
—are an embarrassment to one 
or another of the great powers. 
Mutual efforts to embarras one's 
neighbors are not Ihe ideal way to 
cure international headaches. Bui 
if they result in clearing up Ihc 
trouble spots, we cannot quarrel too 
strongly with the method.

Tokyo, April 16—(Pi>)—The world's 


worst mining disaster—an under- 
ground explosion which snuffed out 
1,549 Chinese and Koreans lives in

—was reported for the first time 
today by Allied Headquarters—al- 
mosl four years afler it happened.

House Bill on 
Draft Won't 


Pass Senate

Washington, April 16 —• (UP) — 


Senale leaders today rejected as -s 
totally unacceptable the House-ap- 
proved draft extension bill which- 
exempts teen-agers and suspends 
all other inductions until Oct. 15. 


When the Senate takes up draft 


extension, probably next week, it 
will work on its own version which: 
is far more acceptable to adminis- 
tration leaders. 


Members of the Senate Military 


Affairs 
Committee 
generally' 
agreed that the whole thing would 
have to be thrashed out eventual- 
ly in a Senate-House conference.-- 
Before that time comes, 
how-' 
ever, they face the job of putting 
the committee-approved 
measure 


through the full Senate in the face 
of 
politically-significant 
election, 
year opposition. 


There are vast differences be- 


tween the Senate committee's mea- 
sure and the bill approved yester- 
day by the House. 


The House bill would extend the 


draft law from its present May 15 
deadline to Feb. 15, 1947. But it 
would raise the draft age from 18 
to 20, prohibit any inductions frbrri 
May 15 to Oct. 15, ban the drafting 
of any father regardless of age 
and set a limit of 18 months serv- 
ice for any draftee. 


In order to spur voluntary enlist- 
ments, the House also passed 
a 


companion measure providing pay 
increases for all members of the 
armed forces. The boosts, ranging 
from 50 per cent for buck private 
to 10 per cent for officers above 
five lieutenant, would cost an'esti- 
mated $632,000,000. 


The 
Senate , committee's 
bill 


would extend the draft law for one 
year, to May 15, 1947.

The Scnale Agricullure Commit- 
tee called for more details on fac- 
tors dislocating meat distribution, 
while OPA and

other wartime controls on slaugh- 
tering with the aim of spreading 
available supplies more evenly. 


A .potential bread problem had 
members' of the Senate small busi- 
ness commitee seeking ways 
of 


meeting famine relief quotas 
for 


overseas wiihout impairing the na- 
tion's flour supplies. Baking indus- 
try sookesmen told Ihe commi1t.ee 
yesterday lhat if 
these supplies 
lall 25 percent below last year gov- 
ernment break rationing or black 
markets in Ihe food are probable. 


The move for butter production 
was bracketed with OPA action to 
keep consumers bills at their pres- 
ent levels for milk, butter, cheese 
and other dairy products. A pro- 
gram of larger subsidies for dairy 
farmers was announced yesterday 
lo compensate for higher feed and 
labor costs. 


On butter, Ihe OPA aimed at 
overcoming a silualion which had 
made it more profitable to use but- 
terfat for ice cream and olher pro- 
ducts than for butter. Accordingly, 
the wartime ban will be restored 
on the sale of whipping cream and 
restrictions will be placed on the 
amount of buter fat in ice cream,
